The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not adequately disclose an apparatus for transmitting tire condition comprising a 
tire condition measuring device, a transmission circuit, a valve stem with magnetic 
piece, a magnetizing member for magnetizing the piece, the magnetized state of the 
piece changing according to the position of the member relative with respect to the 
piece, and a magnetized state detecting device for detecting the magnetized state of the 
piece, the transmission circuit generating a signal containing magnetized state data 
and tire condition data.
